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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments filed 1 1/30/2005 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) 
and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the applicant submits that Jin does not teach a QoS code 
that becomes part of the IP address and that is defined in unused portions of the IP address as agreed upon by the Examiner. However it 
is noted that Jin discloses that other unused bits or fields could be designated to carry the QOS level information (col3 lines 44-47) and 
further states that the QoS level may be implemented using other bits in the packet (col5 lines 17-19). Applicant argues that Jin merely 
discloses the use of unused bits in a packet header. But as stated, "QoS level may be implemented using other bits in the packet", 
implies any unused bits in a packet, including the address fields and not just the packet header, may be used for QoS. The Examiner 
simply uses the Comer reference to show that the IP address contains unused bits for reserved use, as is well known in the art. It would 
thus be obvious to use the unused bits of the IP address, which is well known in the art and disclosed by Comer, as QoS level information 
as suggested by Jin. The motivation to do so would to efficiently use all the bits of a packet, including the unused bits of an IP address. 
Applicant further argues that the statement "particular bits used (for QoS) are not particularly critical", disclosed by Jin, does not provide 
the motivation to combine with Comer. Examiner disagrees with this argument. Jin suggests that any field or unused bits of a packet (not 
just packet header as stated in co!5 17-19) may be used for QoS indication, which provides the motivation to use unused bits of a packet 
address field. If the placement of QoS bits is so critical, then only the QoS field of a packet would have been used, but Jin suggests that 
other fields in a packet may be used.. 
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
